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The hustle and bustle of the holidays is behind us, February still a few days away and things are very busy 
at the GCARC. 


The Budget Committee met on January 21* and drafted the budget for 2018. The budget was submitted to 
the Board of Directors at the January 24 meeting where it was unanimously approved. The budget will be 
presented by the Treasurer, Al Arrison KB2AYU at the General Membership Meeting at the Pfeiffer Com- 
munity Center on February 7" for final approval. 


For those who have been following the drama surrounding the ARRL Board of Directors and the contro- 
versial “ARRL Policy on Board Governance and Conduct of Members of the Board of Directors and Vice 
Directors” (now that’s a mouthful), after some consideration and plethora of emails from concerned mem- 
bers, at the January 2018 meeting, the ARRL Board adopted “a motion to a review the entire code of con- 
duct for Board members”. The motion sought to address a number of the concerns expressed by ARRL 
members. Additional information can be found at: http://bit.ly/2BC3Y Wd and our club website under the 
“ARRL BOD Issues” tab. 


Last year we announced plans to sponsor a special event to activate Petty 
Island. The event is expected to take place over two or three days and oper- 
ate similar to our annual Field Day event. The island is included in the US 
Islands Awards Program (NJO10) and as a sub-reference area for World 
Wide Flora & Fauna (KFF-0684). Access to the island has and continues to 
be restricted and therefore has never been activated before for any awards 
program. 


Petty Island (AKA Petty’s Island) is a 292 acre island 
in the Delaware River and is part of Pennsauken Town- 
ship, NJ. The island is currently owned by CITGO Pe- 
troleum Corporation which is owned by the Venezuelan Government. In 2009 the 
Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez announced plans to donate the island to New Jer- 
sey for environmental preservation. CITGO retains responsibility for the environ- 
mental cleanup on the island and the transfer is expected to be completed sometime in 

2020. CITGO supports and encourages education and stewardship efforts. The New C iITGO 
Jersey Natural Lands Trust has been granted a conservation easement for the island. 

The programming and stewardship activities are a collaborative community project involving partnerships 
with New Jersey Audubon Society, Delaware Riverkeeper Network, and Cooper River Watershed Asso- 
ciation. The project relies on funding from New Jersey Natural Lands Trust and The William Penn Foun- 
dation. 


Jim Clark KA2OSV and Tony Starr WA2FZB co-chair the W2MMD Special Events Committee and are 

currently working on plans for the event while I attempt to secure permission for the event. Although we 

are in the early planning stages for this event there has been significant interest from our members; par- 
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ticularly with regard to operating the event. As plans firm up we will need volunteers to support this event. 
Anyone that wishes to support the event in any way or with contacts in any of the above mentioned or- 
ganizations that may be able to help secure permission, is encouraged to contact Jim, Tony or myself. 


Tech Saturday typically occurs on the first Saturday after the General Membership meeting each month. 
Although some months feature a particular theme for the discussions, they are really just a starting point 
and typically the discussion can cover any topic in Amateur Radio and beyond. This informal gathering 
often includes some show and tell, tech support, and even operating from the club’s HF, VHF and satellite 
stations. By all accounts this program has been a resounding success; so much so in fact that we are now 
planning to expand the program to include every Saturday each month. In order to accomplish this we 
need volunteers to give a few hours once a month to be stewards or docents. The responsibilities would be 
fairly simple; open the clubhouse, greet visitors, answer questions about the club and station, and of course 
lockup the clubhouse. We are hoping to sign up six or so stewards to provide coverage and allow for 
schedule changes. Anyone interested in more information or to volunteer is encouraged to contact John 
K2ZA or myself. 


Our club has a long history of community service. In the spirit of community service our members have 
worked with Boy Scout troops to help the scouts earn their merit badges. For a few years now the Boy 
Scouts have participated in some of our events including Hamfest where there provide an excellent food 
service for our attendees. Last year Bob Fields KC6AOH as part of his efforts in the area of Membership 
and Publicity has been working to expand the scope of our work with the Scouts to not only include more 
troops and activities, but also to include the Girl Scouts. We look forward to more events in 2018. 


This year upgrades continue at the club station with plans for a new access control system that will provide 
ease of access while improving security, upgrade to our current camera system from the current four cam- 
eras to eight with the ability to stream camera feeds for remote monitoring, and enhanced internet access 
through a dedicated broadband connection that will provide the necessary bandwidth facilitate projects 
such as remote access to the station equipment and video streaming for educational purposes. In addition, 
some projects that never got off the drawing board last year will be completed this year. Those projects 
include repairing the front entry stairs and renovating the storage shed. 


Ron Block NR2B and John Zaruba K2ZA have volunteered to collaborate on a new and as yet unnamed 
committee for the purpose of soliciting grants, donations and other miscellaneous fundraising endeavors.

What the heck is the ARRL Board thinking?

About a month ago, I received an email from the ARRL. Attached were the minutes of a Special Board 
Meeting of the ARRL Board of Directors (www.kb6nu.com/wp-content/uploads/2017/11/Minutes-of- 
Special-Board-Meeting-A RRL-Board-of-Directors-1.pdf) held by teleconference on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 14, 2017. At first, I didn’t think much of it, but after reading the minutes, I thought to myself, “What 
heck are these guys thinking?” 


What the minutes document is the censure of Dick Norton, N6AA, for “criticizing publicly the collective 
action of the Board of Directors adopting said Code of Conduct [sic] and drawing the Board’s collective 
decision making into disrepute.” I won't quote the whole thing here, but you can find the text on my web- 


site at: www.kb6nu.com/heck-arrl-board-thinking. 


So, what is this ARRL Code of Conduct? It’s official name is the ARRL Policy on Board Governance and 
Conduct of Members of the Board of Directors and Vice Directors, and the board adopted this code at the 
January 20-21, 2017 board meeting. You can find this code on the ARRL website at: www.arrl.org/files/ 


file(ODV/ARRL Code of Conduct.pdf. 


To be fair, this document does include some good things, such as acting responsibly when it comes to 
ARRL financial matters and treating ARRL staff with respect. What seems to be questionable, and the rea- 
son for N6AA’s censure, however, is Section 8 Support of Board Decisions. I won't quote the entire sec- 
tion here, but basically what it says is an ARRL board member must accept and publicly support board 
decisions, even if they voted it against it. If they express any dissenting opinion about a board decision, 
they can be censured, as N6AA was in this case. 


In effect, this is a gag order on a director if he disagrees with a Board decision. Not only that, this section 
seems to say that once someone gets elected to the Board, his allegiance to the Board is more important 
than the views of the amateur radio operators he represents. 


One of my Twitter followers put it this way, “Where else can those ostensibly in a position of representa- 
tion of the organization’s members be punished for publicly criticizing the organization’s rules? US Con- 
gress? Parliament of the UK? No, and no. @arrl board is looking more like North Korea than a representa- 
tive body.” Seriously, can you imagine if the U.S. Congress had such a policy in place? 


What did Norton actually do? 


I emailed Norton to find out what he said exactly to bring on this censure. Understandably, he was a little 
hesitant to speak to me directly. I then asked if I could see the supporting statements. 


I then received two emails. The first was from Mark Weiss, K6FG. His email contained the text of an 
email he sent to the ARRL Board of Directors. A second contained an email sent to the board by Tim 
Duffy, K3LR, the owner of DX Engineering. Both emails supported N6AA, noting that he stated that he 
supported the board action and that any opposition came from the audience and not from Norton. 
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So, I go back to my original question. What the heck is the ARRL Board thinking, first in passing this dra- 
conian ARRL Policy on Board Governance and Conduct of Members of the Board of Directors and Vice 
Directors, and second in using it to censure a director, who, according to several accounts, didn’t commit 
the infraction in the first place? Are they so insecure in their decision-making that they have to resort to 
gag orders like this? Don’t they see that taking actions like this brings them more “disrepute” than an hon- 
est dissenting opinion? 


If this situation angers you as much as it does me, I encourage you to contact your director and make your 
feelings known. One of my blog readers suggests that your message be “short, non-aggressive, and 
to the point.” He suggested the following: 


Dear [your director’s name here] 


Tam unhappy with both the ARRL Policy on Board Governance and Conduct of Member of the 
Board of Directors and Vice Directors (aka the “Code of Conduct”) and the N6AA censure. 


I want to freely discuss issues with our directors. I want our directors to tell me where they stand, 
not where the board stands. 


I want the directors to be free to express their opinions and to know how they voted. 
I want directors to not fear censure. 


Therefore, I urge the following immediate actions: 
1. Modify the Code of Conduct to allow the above. 
2. Revoke the N6AA censure.

[Your name and callsign go here.] 


I hate to say this, but this is only the beginning. Some ARRL directors are planning to propose changes to 
the League's Articles of Association and By-Laws at the board meeting on January 19, 2018. These 
changes will make the ARRL even less democratic and more authoritarian. 


As reported by CQ magazine (www.cqnewsroom.blogspot.com/2017/12/changes-proposed-to-arrl- 
governing.html), if these changes are enacted “the board of directors will be able to revoke League mem- 


bership 'for cause' and to remove board members by revoking their League membership; lesser discipli- 
nary actions against board members, such as censure, will be allowed without the member receiving ad- 
vance notice or an opportunity to respond to allegations.” Another change will grant voting privileges to 
the president and three vice-presidents, even though these are appointed positions. 


Again, I ask, what the heck is the ARRL board thinking? Do they really think that this is going to make 
the ARRL a stronger organization and a better advocate for amateur radio? If so, I'd like to hear their rea- 
soning. ARRL membership has been declining for many years (as a percentage of licensed radio ama- 
teurs), and these moves are only going to accelerate that decline. I have already heard from many hams 
that they plan to let their ARRL membership lapse. 


Please consider contacting your director today. It may already be too late to save the ARRL.

The ARRL Board of Directors took action on a number of items at its Annual Meeting, January 

19-20, in Windsor, Connecticut, including adopting a motion to a review the entire code of con- 

duct for Board members, known officially as the ARRL Policy on Board Governance and Con- 

duct of Members of the Board of Directors and Vice Directors. ARRL Officers, Directors, and 

Vice Directors will review the code of conduct and complete a final draft version 60 days ahead 
of the Board’s July 2018 meeting. 


In the same motion, the Board deleted and suspended sections that were considered ambiguous and in con- 
flict with the intent of the code of conduct requiring Board members to act in the best interest of the 
League’s membership. 


The Board also voted unanimously to amend a policy affecting candidates for ARRL elected offices, in- 
cluding Directors and Vice Directors. The new policy calls for candidates to be informed in writing at the 
outset of the nomination process that decisions of the Board’s Ethics and Elections Committee concerning 
candidate eligibility will be made public unless the candidate requests otherwise. In addition, if the Ethics 
and Elections Committee rejects a candidate’s petition, the candidate may ask that the reason(s) for rejec- 
tion not be made public. Unless confidentiality is requested within 10 business days, the reason(s) for re- 
jection may be made public. 


A proposed addition to the ARRL Articles of Association regarding the personal liability and indemnifica- 
tion of Directors will be reviewed by the Executive Committee, the General Counsel, and ARRL Con- 
necticut corporate counsel. Proposed amendments to the ARRL Bylaws regarding Life Membership were 
referred to the Administration and Finance Committee for further consideration. 


It was decided that if these or any additional changes are proposed, they will be made available to the 
membership and will be accompanied by explanatory “white papers” before the Board considers action on 
them. 


The Board approved an amendment, effective immediately, to Section II, Rule 1 of ARRL’s DXCC Rules 
(Political Entities) that will confer DXCC entity status to an entity that has its own International Amateur 
Radio Union (I[ARU) member society and is included on the US Department of State’s list of Independent 
States in the World. In 2004, the Board had removed a rule that extended DXCC status by virtue of having 
been admitted as an IARU member society. 


In other action, the Board approved a motion requiring that minutes of Board meetings be published only 
after being formally approved by the Board. 


The Board unanimously adopted ARRL’s 2018-2019 financial plan. Up to $30,000 was allocated to fund 
the discovery and strategy phase of the Lifelong Learning Initiative. The Board will receive a progress re- 
port on the project at its July meeting. 


Addressing administrative matters, the Board unanimously adopted a motion to form a CEO Search Com- 
mittee to identify a candidate for Chief Executive Office for Board election. The committee, which is au- 
thorized to engage a search consultant, will report periodically to the Board and at the July meeting. Com- 
mittee members will include Treasurer Rick Niswander, K7GM (chair), Central Division Director Kermit 
Carlson, W9XA; Roanoke Division Director Jim Boehner, N2ZZ, West Gulf Division Director Dr. David 
Woolweaver, K5RAV, and First Vice President Greg Widin, KOGW.

SB DX ARL ARLD004 Amendment to ARRL DXCC Rules Will Expand DXCC List 


The ARRL Board of Directors approved a motion to amend the DXCC Rules, when it met January 19-20. 
Section I, Subsection 1 of the DXCC Rules now will include a new Subsection (d): The entity has a sepa- 
rate IARU member society and is included on the US State Department Independent States in the World 


(http://bit.ly/2j KUSyj). 


"The discussion during the Board meeting and the rule change did not address any specific entity," ARRL 
Radiosport Manager Norm Fusaro, W3IZ, said. "The amendment could allow some additions to the cur- 
rent DXCC List of entities. It's a good thing not only for DXCC but for all active hams." 


In fact, the Republic of Kosovo (Z6) has been added to the DXCC List of current entities, increasing the 
total number of current DXCC entities to 340. The addition of Kosovo raises to 331 the required number 
of current entities confirmed to qualify for DXCC Honor Roll; Top of Honor Roll is 340. DXCC award 
accounts are being tabulated to reflect the change. 


This change qualifies as an "event," effective on January 21, 2018, at 0000 UTC. Nothing is retroactive. 


A new Logbook of The World (LoTW) TQSL configuration file (v.11.4) will be released on January 23. 
TQSL will detect when this file has been released and will install the update automatically. Radio Ama- 
teurs outside of Kosovo should continue to upload their logs to LoTW in the usual manner.

LoTW will reject call sign certificate requests 
for the Republic of Kosovo with a QSO Begin date prior to January 21. Z6 users requesting call sign cer- 
tificates may e-mail a copy of their Amateur Radio license to: LoTW-Help <at> arrl <dot> org. 


Kosovo's IARU member society SHRAK (http://www.shrak.org/en/) and its president Vjollca Caka, 
Z61VB, are hosting a 10th-anniversary activation to celebrate Kosovo's independence in February, 2008.

Radio Amateur's Invention to Treat Alzheimer's Patients Going to 
Clinical Trials 


Inveterate inventor and radio amateur Eric Knight, KBLEHE, may be on the cusp 
of medical history as a device he developed in collaboration with a prominent Alz- 
heimer's disease researcher enters clinical trials this month. Both are hoping that the 
device, which essentially saturates the brain with low levels of RF, may prove to be 
a viable treatment for the dreaded disease affecting millions. 


"Sometimes breakthroughs happen in ways that are unexpected," Knight told 
ARRL. 


Knight learned of experiments that world-renowned Alzheimer's researcher Dr. Gary Arendash was carry- 
ing out on mice specially bred to have the disease, exposing them to low levels of RF. Knight said the ef- 
fects were dramatic, sometimes even reversing the disease's effects in the mice. Borrowing some concepts 
from his early experiments with small rockets and avionics, he set about developing, and later patented, a 
device that could provide the requisite RF exposure to the human head. 


"In the early 2000s, we were trying to figure out then how to make antennas that would wrap around the 
airframes of the rockets we were designing," he said, noting that the diameter of his group's space vehicle 
was about the same as that of a human head. Knight learned that Arendash was attempting to extend his 
investigations in a similar vein, and eventually they collaborated. 


"He came at it from mice and science, I came at it from an aerospace and hobby perspective," said Knight, 
who patented a device based on a bicycle-type helmet. At the same time, Arendash was developing a simi- 
lar wearable -- a fabric cap resembling an old-time aviator's headgear. Both devices are embedded with 
small antennas to bathe the brain in electromagnetic radiation in the 900 MHz spectrum set aside for In- 
dustrial, Scientific, and Medical (ISM) applications -- some 100 MHz higher than a cell phone's frequency. 


"Tronic for sure," Knight said. "Who would imagine that cell phone radio waves could be a potential treat- 
ment for Alzheimer's disease?" 


Knight, who has no medical background, said the device to be used in the clinical trials consists of the cap 
plus a palm-sized transmitter and wiring harness worn on the arm. The resulting combination has been 
dubbed the NeuroEM 1000. Participants will get doses of RF twice a day. 


From the Food and Drug Administration's (FDA) standpoint, the clinical trials aim primarily to show that 
the technology is safe, but Knight said he and Arendash are also looking for data that might demonstrate 
that the device could be beneficial in treating Alzheimer's. The protocol they've developed goes further 
than what the FDA requires and includes before-and-after baseline data, with cognitive testing, assays of 
spinal fluid and blood, and PET scans. 


"The hope is that there is a tiny bit of efficacy. Then we can work to refine it," Knight said, adding, "No 
one is expecting a magic cure."

Reputed World's Oldest Ham Jean Touzot, F8IL, SK 


Jean Touzot, F8IL, of Albi, France -- said to have been the world's oldest ra- 
dio amateur -- has died. The "dean of French radio amateurs," Touzot was 109 
and enjoyed operating CW with an old-fashioned hand key and a modern 
Yaesu transceiver. He "retired from the airwaves for health reasons" at age 
105 in 2014, according to media accounts. Until then, he had been active on 
the air, making daily contacts on 80-meter CW with other stations in France. 
In stepping back from his ham activity, Touzot said he was no longer able to 
send CW and made "too many mistakes." 


He was a member of France's International Amateur Radio Union member-society REF, as well as of the 
Union of French Telegraphists (UFT). 


Born in Algeria, Touzot had been on the air since 1936 and had learned CW in 2 months during his time in 
the military. Prior to military service, he attended the Technical Institute of Toulouse and became an in- 
dustrial designer, retiring in 1966. 


Touzot received considerable acclaim in 2009, when he became a centenarian. Among his gifts was a spe- 
cial Morse key created especially for him. 


No official records are kept to document who is the oldest radio amateur.

ARLS002 Fox-1D Amateur Radio CubeSat Launches Successfully, Now Designated as AO-92 


Right on schedule at 0359 UTC on January 12, the solid-fueled first stage and ground-lit strap-on boosters 
of the Indian Space Research Organization (ISRO) Polar Satellite Launch Vehicle (PSLV) ignited and hur- 
tled AMSAT-NA's Fox-1D CubeSat along with 30 other satellites onboard the PSLV-C40 mission toward 
a sun-synchronous orbit. Less than 18 minutes later, the primary payload, a Cartosat-2 series imaging sat- 
ellite for the Indian government, separated from the launcher's fourth stage, followed by other satellites on 
the mission. By 27 minutes into the flight, confirmation came that all nanosatellites had been deployed. 
Fox-1D was in orbit. 


Just before 0500 UTC, Fox-1D passed over western North America, but the onboard timer that ensures the 
satellite does not deploy antennas and begin transmitting until it's clear of the launch vehicle and other sat- 
ellites had not yet expired. 


"At about 0517 UTC, the satellite came to life and its antennas deployed over the North Pole," AMSAT 
reported. "The AMSAT Engineering team and Amateur Radio operators worldwide were watching vari- 
ous WebSDRs for signs of life. Around 0525 UTC, the characteristic 'Fox tail' of the Fox-1 FM transmitter 
was seen on multiple WebSDRs. Fox-1D was alive." At 0528 UTC, the first frame appeared on the AM- 
SAT telemetry server, uploaded by Anatoly Alexsandrov, UA9UIZ, and initial telemetry values confirmed 
that the satellite was healthy. 


AMSAT-NA OSCAR Number Administrator Bill Tynan, W3XO, has designated Fox-1D as AMSAT 
OSCAR 92 or AO-92. Fox-1D, a 1U CubeSat, is the third of AMSAT's five Fox-1 CubeSats to reach or- 
bit. It was preceded by AO-85 (Fox-1A) and AO-91 (RadFxSat / Fox-1B). 


AMSAT Engineering reminds stations that the satellite will not be available for general use until the 
on-orbit checkouts are complete. AMSAT invites continued telemetry reports to assist the engineering 
team to complete commissioning. 


"During commissioning, the transponder may be active at times, but please do not transmit as you may 
interfere with important tests that must be completed before the satellite is commissioned," AMSAT said. 
"The commissioning process is expected to take up to 2 weeks." 


See the AMSAT-NA website for an update on AO-92 commissioning and payload testing. Additional up- 
dates may be posted this week. The URL for updates is: http://bit.ly/2DFsveX. 


In addition to a Fox-1 U/V FM transponder, Fox-1D will carry several university experiments, including a 
MEMS gyro from Pennsylvania State University-Erie, a camera from Virginia Tech, and the University of 
Iowa's High Energy Radiation CubeSat Instrument (HERCI) radiation mapping experiment. Fox-1D also 
carries the AMSAT "L-Band Downshifter," which gives the option of utilizing a 1.2 GHz uplink for the 
FM transponder. The Fox-1D downlink will be on 145.880 MHz, and uplinks will be on 435.350 MHz and 
1,267.350 MHz (67 Hz CTCSS), switchable. The PSLV launcher also carried the French PicSat, which 
includes a V/U FM transponder. PicSat will perform space observations. The transponder uplink is 
145.910 MHz, the downlink is 435.525 MHz.

GCARC <at> Mailman <dot> QTH <dot> Net e-mail reflector guidelines 
1. No attachments (e.g. pictures, files) are allowed on the reflector. 


2. If you have Club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he 
will put them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 

3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 

4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 

5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The mes- 
sage will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 


6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. 
You must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 


7. If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the 


8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator 
has to log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address 
as belonging to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.
